They 
declared that the women of Utah are 
denied tiie privilpgjs of American citi- 
zenship and the right of suffrage uot- 
wilhstan.hn,' tho majority of them are 
native born ciiizaiis. 
They further 


represented ttiit though amenable to 
the laws and pay taxes for tlia support 
of the Government, oxautly tho t,ame 
as male citizens, liuyure not permitted 
a voica or vote in the levying or ex- 
penditure of such tuves. 


Tlie Convention, composed of dele- 


gates who weri pbdgsj to favor \vounin 
suffrage in their respective platforms, 
conld not well stultify 
themselves, 


though several of them ware personally 
oppose 1 to it, and the word 
was lift out of all clauses relating to 
the suffrage, and leaves it to the Legis- 
lature to determine who may vote.

Twenty-Four Li«ns riled Against It. 
Twenty-four liens, aggregating over 


$60,000, were Bled at San Bernardino, 
Oal., yesterday against the Nevada 
Southern Railroad.

From tho character of these 
claims they will take precedence of 
other indebtedness against the road 
and will be foreclosed at once and tbe 
road sold. 


The Nevada Southern Railroad is al- 
eady iu the hands of a receiver, R. S. 
eibert having been appointed in De- 
ember at the request of other credit- 
rs, prominent among whom is R. J. 
Voodbury, a Dauver capitalist, while a 
bare of tUe indebtedness ia held in 
ian Francisco. 
The action on the part ot the San 
eraardino and Loa Angeles creditors 
'ill complicate matters very much, but 
oc'l attorneys say the liens of the

pie Wild One Day l*9t Month. 


When the mantle of snow was spread 


over tho city that Friday morning in 
?elirnary, the pcoplo did not know just 
low to tako it at first. Then they turned 
in to havo fun. AH day the city was 
•iroctioally iu the hands of meirymak- 
Jrs. Tho people wont wild over tho 
snow. 
Ifc was worse than three years 


nyo. Then, on the occasion of a very 
slight fall of snow, some merchants got 
outside their stores and began snow- 
balling each other, and a policeman in- 
terfered with ,tho sport. Tboy turned 
on him and made it so hot for him that 
ho was glad to retreat, at first slowly, 
but afterward at double quick, and ho 
finally broke iuto n run and was chased 
to tho barracks, a distance of abont l>j 
milciH, by iv howling mob of a thousand 
men, 
women and children. 


Tho school children were dismissed 


for tho duy after roll call in tho morn- 
iua, HO they joined tho throng on tho 
streets. Staid and sober business men, 
bankers, lawyers and clergymen went 
along tho streets with tightly packed 
ballri of snow iu their hands ready to 
poll acquaintances, or, in fact, anybody 
that made a good target. Bang! and 
the silk hat worn by a banker or lawyer 
would leave tho head of wearer and 
land far out ia tlio street. As the owner 
attempted to capture it a volley of snow- 
balls would come from another direc- 
tion. The eloctrio oars were a mark for 
a largo portion of tho merrymakers, 
aud conductors and motormon wero 
treated as targets put up expressly for 
tho snowball sharpshooters. The con- 
ductors hid themselves inside the oara 
most of the time. Along in the after- 
noon, when tho fun had bocomo moro 
furious and the snow was so soft that 
snowballs ooulcl be packed like solid ice, 
tho motormon, after leaving one street 
crossing, would go inside tho car and 
Btay there until the next crossing was 
reached, thus escaping tho bombardment 
directed at iho cars.

Tho women, both young nnd old, , 


v/cro not far behind the men in the • 
sport. Tho height of tho excitement was | 
reached Into in tho afternoon, when an 
improvised sleigh turned from ono of 
tho side streets into Bull btroet. It was 
followed by about 50 men and boya, but 
once on this principal thoroughfare the 
crowd increased tenfold and tho noiso 
correspondingly. Tho sleigh went op 
tho street aud down again. Every man, 
woman aud child wanted a &loigh tide. 


1 The frail conveyance was swaru_ed with 
1 passengers all tho timo, aud tho horaa 


w:w well nigh exhausted by drawing the 
load and being pummelod with snow- 
balls. Tho breaking of windows became 
a favorite pnstinio. On many struct cars 
not a whole pane of glass would be 
found when they returned to the oar- 
house, so tho order was given to haul 
off tho closed cars', and after that only 
open cars wore run, and tho conductors 
and motormon alone wero left as tar- 
gets. No passengers ventured to ridu in 
the opnn cars. At tho Sorevan House 
several largo plate glass windows wero 
broken, and in other parts of tho city 
damage of a similar natu.'o was report- 
ed. Requests wero sent to police head- 
quarters that tho snowballing bo stop- 
ped, but no attention was paid to them, 
the police remembering Iho experience 
of three years ago. 


There were a fow serious accidents. 


One man was struck in the eye with t. 
snowball in which was a small slime. 
Tho eyeball was injured, and lo-s of 
sight of one eye may follow.—Savannah 
Letter.

REDUCED NOBILITY. 


The Count Plunged, tost, Was Rolurd, and 


His Daughter Urcaino » Thief. 


The case of a ruined noble ftunily 


was made public last week, says n Paris 
conospondent. Count Stozzi hazarrtotl 
;he whole of his fortune in big land 
building speculations in Romo u few 
years ago and for two or three short 
weeks was seemingly an assured winner 
of millions. But a crash came while his 
operations wero still open, and lie went 
nnder, with sooros of families as noble^ 
as ancient and as rockloss. 


The count's young daughter was on- 


gaged to bo married at the time, bnt 
her lover proved as fickle as fortune, 
and tho ruined family retired to Bo- 
logna. Tho young countess, in order to 
support her parents, took a place as 
chambermaid and recently, under stress 
of poverty, stolo some of hor mistress' 
jewelry, and being tried and convicted 
was mercifully sentenced to only 13 
days' imprisonment, tho judge admit- 
ting as extenuating circumstances the 
sad change in hor family's fortunes. 
The publicity thus given to tlio case 
may possibly prove tho salvation of the 
family. Tho young countess ia now 28 
years of age. 


Proposed Legislation For .Sleeping Car*. 


In New York, for example, a uniform 


rate of 80 cents for a berth, without 
regard to distance, is called for; in 
Pennsylvania tho rate demanded is $1 
for tho first 100 miles and 50 cents for 
each additional 100 miles. The legisla- 
tors of Illinois want a rate of $1 for 34 
hours or less; tho Hoosiers are near to 
passing a, bill fixing a rate of 75 cents 
for the firft 100 miles aud 50 cents for 
each additional ton niiios; in Kansas 
tho purpose is to fix sleeping car rates 
at nothing higher than $1. 50 per night 
and as low as 25 cents per day. A bill 
is almost certain to pass in Arkansas 
limiting tho rate to half a cent n mile, 
and the legislators of Texas aro minded 
to fix tho rate at $1 n night, etc.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.
